DETAILED ACTION 
Reason for Allowance 

1. For claim 1, the closest prior art reference (s) Naden (US 2004/01 14569) discloses 
making measurement and calculating routes in a network based on those measurements, 
Goldshtein et al (US 2002/01 10089) discloses finding an optimal route based on measurements 
Trevitt et al. (US 2001/0046235) discloses counting frames of received in a apparatus based on 
the source and destination and keeping statistics for memory processing, does not teach by 
anticipation or combination the exact claim limitations. Specifically, the limitations "a first 
counter procedure which counts, for each type of lower layer address pair, a quantity of the lower 
layer address pairs extracted by the extraction procedure, and a first transmission procedure 
which transmits, to said at least one frame transfer 

apparatus, first information representing each lower layer address pair counted by the first 

counter procedure beyond a predetermined threshold value within a predetermined time, 
the at least one frame transfer apparatus comprises 

a second registration procedure which registers the sending destination of the 
received lower layer frame in a second table for each destination address contained in the lower 
layer frame, a second counter procedure which counts a quantity of transferred lower layer 
frames for 

each type of lower layer address pair contained in the first information received from the packet 
transfer apparatus, and a second transmission procedure which transmits, to the network control 
server, second information about each lower layer address pair counted by the second counter 
procedure beyond 
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a predetermined threshold value within a predetermined time, and the network control server 
comprises a calculation procedure which, upon receiving the second information, extracts the 
transmission source address and the destination address from the second information and 
executes calculation to optimize the communication route in the network between the 
transmission source address and the destination address, and a change procedure which changes 
registration of the sending destination of the received lower layer frame, registered in the first 
table and the second table, on the basis of the calculation result. " are not disclosed by the prior 
art by either anticipation nor combination.
